Mr. High- R. Coll:age, it is deſired for the Satisfacti- 
Sheriff. | on of the World, becauſe you have pro- 
feſt' your ſelf a Proteſtant, that -you 
would tell what Judgment you are of. 
Colledge. Dear People, dear Proteſtants, and dear Country- 
men, 1 have been accuſed and convicted for Treaſon ; the 
Laws adjudg me to this Death, and I come hither willingly to 
ſubmit to it : 1 pray. God forgive all thoſe Perſons that had 
any hand 'in it. 1 do declare to you, whatever hath been 
ſaid of me, 1 was never a Papiſt, or ever that way .inclin'd ; 
they have done me wrong, | was ever a Prateſtanr, 1 was 
born a Proteſtant, 1 bave lived 19, and ſo by the Grace of 
God 1 will die, of the Church of Erglarnd, according to the 
beſt Reformation of the Church from all ldolatry, from all 
Superſtition, or any thing that is cogtrary to the Goſpel of our 
Bielled Lord and Saviour. 
| do declare I was never in any Popilh Service, Prayers or 
Devotions in my Life,. ſave one time about ſome 17 or 18 
Years ago, as near as | remember, I was, out of a Curiolity, 
one Afternoon at St. James's Chappg], the Queen's Chappet - 
at St. James's ; except that one timeE 1 never did hear any 
Popilh Service, any thing of the Church of Koze, Mafs or 
Prayers, or any thing elſe private or publick. I know you 
expect that I ſhould ſay ſomething as to what I die for: It 
B hath 
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hath been charged upon me,when I was apprehended & brought 
before the Council, ſome of the Council, the Secretary, and 
my Lord Killingworth, and Mr. Seymour, they told me there was 
Treaſon ſworn againſt me : truly,they ſurprized me when they 
ſaid ſo. Forof all things in the World, 1 thought my ſelf as 
free from that as any Man. I asked them, if any Man living 
had the confidence to ſwear Treaſon againſt me ? They ſaid 
ſeveral, thrce or four, as I remember : 1hen they to'd me, lt 
was ſworn ag-inſt me, That I had a Deſign to pull the King 
out of White-ball, and to ſerve him as his Father was ſerved, or 
to that purpoſe, the Logger-head his Father, or that kind of 
Language : Idid deny it then, and'do now deny it ypon my 
Death. [I never was in any manner of Plot in my days, ncither 
one way nor another, never knew any fuch Perſons, nor ever 
had ſuch Communication with any Man hitherte : I know of 
no Plot in the World but the Popiſh Plot, and that every Man 
may know as much as1: if Ihad had ſuch a Deſign, as theſe 
Men have ſworn againſt me, to have ſeized his Majeſty, either 
at London, or this place at Oxford, I take God to Witneſs, as 
I am adying Man, and upon the Terms of my Salvation, | 
know rot any one Man upon the Face of the Earth that would 
have ſtood by me ; and how likely it was thac I ſhould do ſuch a 
thing my ſelf, let the whole World judg, 


Dugdale fwears, That I ſpoke Treaſon to him, Treaſonable 
words in the Cofftee- houſe, and in the Barbers-ſhop by the An- 
el ; He could not pretend to ſee me any where elſe ; but it 
1s falſe, and a very unlikely thing that I ſhould ſpeak Treaſon 
to him. I muſt confeſs I was in his company at the Coffee-houſe, 
and that Barbers-ſhop before I went out of Town : but there 
could be no communication between us, for he was writing at 
one end of the Room, and eating a piece of Bread, and1 
lightcd a Pipe of Tobacco at the other er.d and took it, till Sir 
The, Player and Sir Rob, Clayton came to me, and we went to 


my Lord Lowelace's out of Town that night : So when they 
came, we took Horſe, and went out of Town with the reſt : 
For my part, I can't ſul op my Witneſſes, I was under moſt 
ſtrange Circumſtances as ever any Man was; [ was kept Fri- 
ſoner ſo cloſe in the Tower, that | could have no converſation 
with any, though I was certain the Poptſh Lords had it every 


day 
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- tay there, but I could have none : I could not tell the Witneſ. 
ſes that were to ſwear againſt me : I could not tell what it was 
they ſwore againſt me, for 1 could have ao Copy of the [n- 
ditment, nor no way poſlible to make any preparation to make 
. my defence, as I ought to have done, and might have done by 
Law. 

I had no liberty to do any thing, as I am as dying Man. 
And as to what Dugdale, Smith, Twrbervill and Heins ſwore 
againſt me, they did ſwear ſuch Treaſon, that nothing but a 
mad Man woald ever have truſted any Body with : and leaſt of 
all to Papilts, every one of them that had been concerned with 
Plots and Treaſons among their own Party : and under the 
greateſt Ti:s and Obligations of Damnation ; and tobe Sainted 
if they kept ic ſecret, and ro be damned if they did reveal it. 
If theſe Men will not. keep Things private for their own Par- 
ty, how could [truſt them ? 1 take God to Witneſs, and do 
freely acknowledg, I have ſought my God with Tears ſeveral 
times to inform me, if ſobe Thad with any Word tranſgreſt at 
any time. 1 knew not of any part of what they ſwore againſt 
me, till ſuch time as I heard it ſworn againſt me at the 
Bar. 

This is very hard, Gentlemen, but this is the Truth : and 
there be a great many other ſtrange Reports that I have heard 
ſince 1 have bcen a Priſoner : That I ſhould be a means to con- 
vert the Counteſs of Rocheſter, by bringing one Thompſon a 
Prieſt to her. Truly all that I was concerned in, was ſome 1 
or 16 Years ago. I lodged at Colonel Yernon's, that marric 
the Lady Brooks, the Family were Papiſts : The Brookſe: were 
Papiſts, and there was this Thomſon, and I did ſuppoſe 
him a Prieſt, in the Houſe, though I never ſaw him at Popiſh 
Service or Worſhip, though 1 was there half a Year; but 
coming afterwards to My Lord Rocheſter's about ſome Buſineſs, 
I had to do for him, and ſeveral other Perſons of Quality ; he 
ſent for me one Afternoon from the Parſonage in Adderbury to 
his Houſe,and his Lady and he ſtood together : He ſent to me, 
and asked me, if my Horſe were at Home, ſaid he, 1 would 
have you carry this Letter to Mr. Thowpſon, if you are at leſ- 
ſure this Afternoon : My Lord, lam atleiſureto ſerve you 3 fo 
I took a Letter from his Hand, and his Ladies too, as I re- 
member (he made an offer that way) ſealed with his own Seal 
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ad" 1 carried it to Thompſon, and delivered it to him : and he 
o!'d me, that he would wait upon my Lord, for it was for 
ſome Lands my Lord did offer to raiſe Mony for ſome Occaſion : 
this is the Trurh-of that Scandal. 

It is ſaid, that I had a Prieft ſeveral Years in my Houſe, viz, 
Sergeant, that came over from Holland to diſcover. About ſome 
Ten years ag2, that very ſame Man came to me, but was a 
ſtranger to me, and he came to me by the Name of Doctor 
Smith a Phylician : and there was an Apothecary in the Olg. 
Baily, and a Linnen-Draper within Zuzgare, that came with 
him, they brought him thither, and took a Chamber, and 
hy bout half a Year, or three quarters at times, by the 
Name of Dottor Smith, and as a Phyſician : this is the Truth 
of that, and no otherwiſe. - T his is the entertainment of 
Sergeant, 

So the occaſion of my coming to Oxford I do ſay was volun- 
tary, the Parliamznt-Men, laſt Parhamenr at Feftmineſter, and 
ſeveral Lords, dined together the day before they ſat ; the laſt 
Seſlions of Parliament at Weſtminifter they ſent for me to the 
San Tavern bebi:d the Exchange, and when came, the Duke 
of Monmouth, and ſeveral Lords were together, ard I believe 
above 100 Parliament-Men of the Commons : The Duke of 
Aonmonth called me to him, and told me, he had heard a good 
Report of me, and that | was an honeſt Man and one that may 
be truſted ; and they did not know bur their Enemies, the 
Papiſts, might have ſome Deſign to ſerve them as they did in 
King Jame's time by Gun-powcer, or any other way : And the 
Duke, with ſeveral Lords and Commons, did deſire me to uſe 
my utmoſt skill in ſearching all places ſulpeted by them, which 
1 did perform : and from thence I had, as I think, the Popular 
name of the Proteſtant Joiner, becauſe they had intrulted me 
before any Man in England to do that Office. 

This ſame Heines, one of them that Swore againſt me, had 
diſcovercd to me, and ſeveral others, as to Macknamarre and 
bi: brother, and this vey, who are now all of another ſtamp, 
that the Parliament was to be deſtroyed at Oxford, and that 
there was a defizn to murder my L.Sheftsbxry, by Firzgerald and 
his Party ; and that they did endeavour to bring Macknametre 
over to him, and faid, then it wouid be well with bim : and 
they would not bz long before they had Shafrabwry*s Life : and

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he made Depoſitions of this to Sir George Treby, a3 1 heard af. 
rerwards, for I was not with him when it was Sworn. I with 
the Commons of Enyland, as well as 1 wiſh my own Heart ; 
and I did nor underſtand, but when I ſerved the Parliament, [ 
ferved his Majelty too, and let rhem be miſerable that make 
the difference between them, for my part I never did. 1came 
to Oxford with my -Lord Howard, whom | look npon to be a 
very honeſt worthy Gentlemen,my L.Clare, my L.Paget,and my 
L. Huntington, and this Captain Brown ard Don Lew were in my 
Company. and came along with us, as they were my Lord 
Howard's Friends z Brown | have known | believe two or three 
Months ; but Lew I never faw before that day * They faid, 
they came with my Lord Howard. | take God to Witneſs, 1 
never had one 6 4. or any thing elſe, to carry on' any Deſign ; 
and if it were to ſave my Life now, I cannot charge 'any Man 
in the World with any Deſign aganſt the Governmect, as 
God i, my Witneſs, or againſt his Majeſty, or any other Per- 
ſon. 
As for what Arms I had, and what Arms others had, they 
, were for our own Defence, in caſe the Papiſts ſhon'd mike any 
atrempt upon us by way of Maſſacre, or any Invaſion or Rebe!- 
lion, that we ſhould be ready to defend our ſelves ; God is my 
Wirneſs, this is all I know. If this be a Plot, this I was in, 
bot in no other, but never knew of any Numbers or Times 
appointed for' meeting : but we have ſaid, one to another, 
thit-the Papiſts had a Deſign againſt rhe Proteſtants, when we 
did meet, as I was a Man of general Converſation ; aud in cafe 
they ſhould riſe, we were ready, but then they ſhould begin 
the Attempt upon ns : This was my Bulinefs, and is the Buſ- 
neſs of every good Subjett that loves the I,aws of his Country 
and his King, For Fnglandcan never hone to be happy under 
thoſe B'ood-thirſty Men, whoſe Religion is Blood and Mur- 
der, which 1 do, with all my Soul, and did, ever ſince 1 knew 
what Religion was, abhor and det2ſt, viz. the Church of 
Rome as pernicious and deſtruftive to hamane Societies, and all 
Government. 
| beſcech God thatevery Man of you may unite together as 
Proteſtants againſt tais common Foc, Gentlemen, it is my 
ſenſe, and 1 doin that belicye, lam as ccrtainly mucder.d by 
the . 
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the Hands of the Papiſts, as Sir Edm. Bury Godfrey himſelf was, 
though the Thing is not ſeen. Theſe Witneſles certainly are 
mercenary Men, and I bcſeech God Almighty to have Mercy 
upon their Souls, and forgive them ; and either by his Judg- 
ments or Mercics reclaim them, that they ſhed no more _ inno- 
cent Blood : There is not a Man of them that I know of, that 
ever hcard me ſay or do any bit of Treaſon in my Life. This 
is (the firſt 1 may not ſay it is) but almoſt the Twentieth Sham- 
Plot that they haye endeavoured to put upon the Nation, to 
delude the People, and put off their own Damnable Plot. This 
is not the firſt, but I think the ſixtecath or ſeventeenth ,, I pray 
God that my Blood may be the laſt. I pray God defend every 
Man's Blood, and all Proteſtants in England, from the Hands 
of thcſe bloody Papiſts, by whoſe mcans 1 die this Death : 
And if they ſhall go oa in this Nature, I hope the Good God 
wil open every Man's Eyes to ſee it before he feels it. And, 1 
beſcech you, if you have any love for your King,your Country, 
and the Proteſtants, unite together if you are Proteſtants. 1 
pray Gcd thoie that deſerve the Name, let them be' called how 
they will, either Dillenters or Church of England Men, that 
they may unite together like Men, like Chriſtians, againſt the 
Common Foe, who will ſpare neither the one ſide nor the 
other, but beat you one againit another like two Pitchers ; 
the lalt that ſtacds, they will certainly deſtroy if they can. 
This is my Senſe, and God is my Witneſs, I ſpeak my Con- 
ſcience; 1 do not know, Mr. Sheref, whether there be any 
thing clic 1 have to ſay, (or no; we have a good God, and I 
beſeech every Man that hears me this day, ( for we live in a 
linful Age, good People, and it bchoves every one of you, it 
cannot be long before all that look upon me in this Condition 
mult lie down 10 the Duit, and, God knows, muſt come into 
an Eternal State, either for Mercy or for Judgment )- I be- 
ſeech you, in the Nameof God, hs is a God of Mercy, and a 
God of Paticnce and Long-ſuflcring, that you would break off 
your Sins by Repeatance, and ſerve a good God, who mult be 
your Friend at laſt, or clſe you are lolt to Erernity. 

O Lord, how ungratefu! Wretches are we, that have a God 
of ſuch infinite Mercy and Goodneſs, that affords us our Life, 
our Health, and a thouſand Mercies every day ; and we, like

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ungrateful People, not deſerving the Name of Men or Chri- 
ſtians, live riotous Lives, in Debauchery and Swearing, in Ma- 
lice, and the Lord knows how many Evils.

Enemies to my (elf, and fo powerful Ones, that } have been; now 
for ſome time expeQing the worſt. "And blefled be God, | fall by 
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the Ax, and not by the Fiery Tryal, Yet, whatever Apprehenſions 
I had of Popery, and of my.own ſevere and heavy ſhare I'was like 
to have under it when it ſhould prevail, 1 - nds a Thought of 
doing any thi ink-it baſcly, or inhumanly, but what could wel 
che Chuan Nel; 10n, and the Laws and Liberties of 
this Kingdom. And LthankG | have examin'd all my. actings 
in that Matter, with ſo great Care, that I can appeal to God Al- 
mighty, who knows my Heart, that I went on Sincerely, without 
being moved, either by Paſſion, By-End, or Ill-Defign. I have 
always loved my Country much more than my Life 3- and never had 
any Delignof. changing the Government, which I value, and look 
upon as one of the belt Governments in the World, and would al. 
ways have been ready to venture my Life for the preſerving of it, 
and would have ſuffered any Extremity, rather than have conſented 
to any Deſign 10 take away the King's Life: Neither everhad Man 
the Impudence to propoſe {o bale aud barbarous a thing to me, And 
I look upon it as a very unhappy, and unealy part of my preſeut 
Condition, That in my Indi4&ment , there ſhould be fo much as 
mention of fo vile a Fats tho- nothing m-the leaſt was faid to 

ve any ſuch Matter 3 but the. cantraty, by the Lord Howard : 
Ricither does any Body, Lam conlidem, believe the lealt of it. Sa 
that I need nor, I think, fay more. 

For the King, 1 do fincerely pray for Him, and wilt well to 
Him, and to the Nation, That they. may be happy in one another ; 
that he may be indeed the Defender of the Faith 3 That the Pro» 
teſtant Religion, and the Peace, and Safety of the Kingdogna may 
be preſerved, and flouriſh under His Government 3 and that He in 
His Perlon may be happy, both here and hereafter, 

As for the ſhare 1 had in the Profecution.of the Popiſh Plot, 1 
take God-to witneſs, That | proceeded in it ip the Sinccrity of, my 
Heart 3 being then r convinced ( as lam ſtill ) chat there was a 
Conſpiracy againſt the King, the Nation, and the Proteſtant Religi- 
on : And1I likewiſe profeſs, That I never knew any thing,either A 
rely or indireftly, of any Praftice with the Witnefles 3 which 1 
look upon as fo horrid a thing, that I could never have endured it. 
For, I thank God, Falſhood and Cruelty were never in my Nature, 
but always the farthelt from it imaginable. 1 did belicve, aud do 
ſill, That Popery is breaking in upon the Nation ;, and that thoſe 
who advance it, will ſtop at nothing, to carry on their Deſign : 1 
am heartily ſorry that ſo many Proteliants give vhcir kelping Hand

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two. it, But I hope God will preſerve the- Proteſtant Religion, an4 
this Nation : though I am afraid it will fall under very great Tryals, 
and "ry ſharp Sutteriags. "And indeed the Impiety and Profanenefs 
that abounds, and appears ſo ſ{candalouſly bare-fac'd every-where, 
gives to juſt ceaſon to fear the worſt things which can befall a People. 
| pray God prevent it, and give thoſe who have ſhewn Concern for 
the Publick Good, and'who have appeaz'd Hearty for the true Inte- 
xeſt of the Nation, and the Proteſtant Religion, Grace to -live {o, 
that they may not caſt a Reproach on that which they endeavour to 
advancez which ( God knows ) has often given me many fad 
Thoughts. - And I.hope ſuch of my Friends as may think they are 
touchd by this, will uot take what I fay in ill part, but endeavour 
to amend their ways, and live ſuitable to the Rules of the true Re- 
formed Religion 3 which is the only thing can admiaiſter true Com- 
fort at the latter End, and revive a Man when he comes to Die. 

As tox my preſent Condition, 1 bleſs God I have no repining in 
my heart at it. I know for my Sins I have deſerved much wore at 
the Hands of God ;, So that 1 chearfully. ſubmit to fo ſmall a Puniſh» 
ment, as the being taken off a few Years ſooner, aud the bein 
made a Spectacle to the Wozld. I do freely forgive all the. Warld,,. 
particularly thoſe: concerned in taking away my -Life 3 and 1 deſire 
and conjure my Friends to think of no Revenge, but to ſubmit to 
the Holy Will of God, into whoſe Hands I relign my (elf entirely. 

But, to look. back alittle, I cannot but give ſome touch about the 
Bill of Excluſion, and (hew the Reaſous. of my, .appeazing in that 
Buſine(s 3/ which in ſhort is this : That 1 thought the Nation was 
in ſuch danger of Popery,. aud that the Expectation of a Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor (as 1 have (aid in Parliament) put the King's Life likewiſe in 
ſuch danger,. that I (aw no way (o etfectual to ſecure both, as ſuch 
a.Bill,, As.to the Limitations which were propoſed, if they were 
ſincerely offered, and had paſs'd into a Law, the Duke then would. 
have been excluded from the power of a King, and the Govern. 
ment. quite altered, and little more than the Name of a King left. 
$0 I could not ſee either Sin or Fault in the. one, when all People 
were willing to admit of the other z, but thought it better to have a 
King wich his Prerogative, and the Nation calie and ſafe under him, 
than a King without it, which muſt have bred perpetual Jealouſics, , 
and a conttrual Struggle.

And as to the conſpiring to ſeize the Guards, which is the Crime 
for which 1 am condemned, and which was made a conſtructive 
Treaſon for taking away the King's Life, to bring it within the Sta- 
tute of Fdward the 3d. 1 ſhall give this true and clear Account, 
F never was at Mr. Shepheard's with that Company but once, and 
there was no undertaking theri of ſecuring, or teizing the Guards ; 
nor none 4 ted to view or examine them: Some Diſcourſe 
there was of the Feafiblenefs of it; and ſeveral times by accident, 
ih general Diſcourſe cHewhere, | have heard it mention'd, as a thing 
might eaſily be done, but never conſented: to as ht to be done.

I inay be expeAcd that I ſhould now ſay ſome Great Matters 


unto you, but the Rigour of the Seaſon, and the Inftirmities 
of my Age, encrealed by a cloſe Impriſonment of above Five 
Months, doth not permit me. 

Moreover, we live in an Age that maketh Truth paſs for Trea- 
ſon : 1 dare not fay any-thing contrary unto it, and the Ears of thoſe 
that are about me will probably be found too tender to hear it. 
My Tryal and Condemnation doth ſufficiently evidence this, 

Weſt, Rumſcy, and Keyling, who were brought to prove the 
Plot, faid no more of me, than that they knew me not 3 and fome 
others equally known unto me, had uſed my Name, 2nd that of 
ſome others, to give a |.ttle Reputation unto their Deligns. The 
Lord Howard is too infamous by his Life, and the many Perjurics 
not to be denied, or rather {worn by himſelf, to deſerve mention 
and being a lingle Witneſs would be of no value, though he had 
been of unblemithed Credit, or had not fees and confeſied that the 
Crimes committed by him would be pardoned only for committing 
m10re 3 and even the Pardon promiſed could not be obtained till the 
Drudgery of Swearing was over. . 

This being laid aſide, the whole Matter is reduced to the Papers 
Gd to be found in my Clotet by the Kings Officers, witkout any

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other Proof of their being Written by me, than what 'is taken 
from the ſuppolitions upon the ſimilitude of an Hand that is eatily

If 
nevert te Writer was miſtaken, he might have been refuted 
by Law, Reaſon and Scripture 3 aud no Man for ſuch matters was 
ever. otherwiſe puniſhed, than by being made to fee his Errour ; 
and it hathnot_ ( as Fthink ) been ever known that they had been 
referred to the Ju tof a Jury, compoſed of Men utterly un- 
able to comprehend them. 

But there was little of this in my Caſe 3 the extravagance of- my 
Proſecutors goes higher : The above-mentioned Treatiſe was never. 
Finiſhed, nor could be in many Years, and molt probably -would 
never have been.

{tions, moſt of which he an{wer'd with Silence ;, at laſt ſaid, © He 
* humbly conceived, It was not neceflary for him to add to his own 
© Accufation, lince he was not ignorant they had ——— to 
* do his Bulineſs 3 and thercfure he did not deſign to fret his Con- 
© {cience at that time with Anſwering Queſtions. After which, 
his Libel being read, the Court proceeded in uſual manner rſt 
asking him, If he had any thing to ſay for bimſelf before the Fury 
cloſed ? His Anſwer was, © He owned it all, faving that part, of 
© having Deſigned the King's Death 3 and defired all preſent, to be- 
© lieve the words of a Dying Man ; he nevcr diretly nor indirely 
© intended ſuch a Villany ; that he abhorred the very thoughts of 
© it and that he bleſſed God, he had that Reputation 4n the 
© World, that he knew none that had the Impudence to ask him 
* the Queſtion 3 and he deteſted the thoughts of ſuch an Action ; 
© and he hoped all good Peopte would believe him, which was the 
© only way he had to clear himſelf ; and he was ſure that this Truth 
© ſhoukl be one day made radniteft to all Men. He was again asked, 
If he had any Exception againſt the Jury? He anſwered © No but 
© wiſhed them todo as God and their Conſciences directed them 
Then they withdrew, and ieturned their Verdict in half an hour, anc 
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brought him in Gailty, The Sentence followed ; For him to bz 
taken from that Place to the next Room, and from thence to be Drawn 
on a Hurdle, betwixt Tio and Foxr of the Clock, to the Croſs of 
Edinburgh, the Place of Execution, and there to be Hang*d, Drawn 
and Durtered. He received his Sentenc with an undaunted Cou- 
rage and Chearfulneſs. Afterwards he was delivered into the Town-. 
Magiſtrates Hands 3 they brought to him two of their Divines, and 
offered him their Athitance upon the Scaffold 3 which he altogether 
refuſed, telling them, * "That it they had any good Wiſhes fur him, 
© he deſired they would ſpend them in their own Cloſets, and leave 
© him now to ſeek God in his own Way. He had ſeveral Offers of 
the fame kind by others, which he put off in like manner. He was 
moſt ſerious and fervent in Prayers the few hours he lived (as the 
Sentinels ob(erved, who were preſent all the while.) The Hour 
being come, he was brought to the Place of Execation, where he 
fluted the People on all ixdes of the Scaffold, and after having re- 
freſhed himſelf with a Cordial out of his Pocker, he was ſupported by 
two Men, while he ſpoke to the People in thele words : 

Gentlemen and Brethren, It is for all Men that come into the 
World once to Die,and after Death to Judzment \, and ſince Death is 
4 Debt that all of us muſt pay,'t is but a matter of ſmall moment nhat 
way it be done 7, and ſeeing the Lord is pleaſed in this manner to take 
me ro himſelf, I confeſs, ſamethins brrd to Fleſh and Blood, yet, 
Meſſed be his Name. whobath ade me not only Willing, but Thaukful 
for bis honouring me to lay down the Life he gave, for bis Name ; 
in which, were every Hair in this Head and Beard of mine a Life, 
I ſhould joyfully ſacrifice them for it, as I do this : And Providence 
having brought me hither, Ithick_it moſt neceſſary to clear my ſe'f of 
ſome Aſp:rfions laid on my Name ; end tilt, That 1 ſhld have 
bad {o horrid an Intention of Deſtroying the King and bis Brother, 
[Here he repeated what he had aid before to the Julticcs on this 
$bject. 

It -_ alſo laid to my Charge, That I was Antimonarchica!. 

It was ever my Thoughts, That Kingly Government was the beſt of 
al, Fuſtly Executed : 1 mean, ſuch as by our ancient Laws ;, that 
b, a King, and a Legal Free Choſen Parliament. The King having, 
& [ conceive, Porer enough to make bim Great, the People a'ſo as 
much Property as to make them Happy + they being as it were contracted 
to one another. Axl wh» will deny me, that th s was not the-Tuſt 
Conftituted Government of our Nation ?. How abſurd. is it then for 
Men 
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Men of Senſe to maintain, That though the one Party of this Con- 
traft breaketh all Conditions, the other ſhowld be obliged to perform 
their Part ? No; this Error 1s contrary to the Law of God, the Lay 
of Nations, and the Law of Reaſon. But as Pride hath been the 
Bait the Devil hath catched moſt by, «ver ſince the Creation, ſoit 
continues to this 7 with us. Pride cauſed our firſk Parents to fall 


from the bleſſed Eſt ate wherein they were created ;, they aiming to be 
Higher and Wiſer than God allowed, which brought an everlaſting 
Curſe on them and their Peſterity. It was Pride cauſed God to 
Drown the Old World. And it was Nirnrod's Pride in building Babel, 
that cauſed that heavy Curſe of Diviſion of Tongues to be ſpread 
among #1, 4s it is at this day. One of the greateſt Afflitions the 
Church of God groaneth under, That there ſhould be ſo many Divi. 
fions during their Pilgrimage here \ but thus is their Comfort, that 
the Day draweth near, whereas there is but One Shepheard, there ſhall 
be but One Sheepfold. It was therefore in the Defence of this Party, 
in their Tuſt Rights and Liberties, againſt Popery and Slavery —

Goat, and during 
that tine Mr. W. often viſited me, and Riill his diſcourſe would be, 
jeaterning Znnig the Two Sparks ;, That was the ward he uſed, 
meaning the King and the Dyke ; and propoſed it might be done 
ata Play: This was his frequent diſcourſe: For he aid, Then they 
would die in their Cafling * It was his very Expreflion. He bought 
Arms todo it with, without any direQtion of mine 3 I never aw 
the Arms, nor 1 never ſaw the Men that were to do it : though they 
faid they had <p be loyed to that end. 1 told feveral of them,
